CORN SEED IN OHIO, 


SAID TO BE SCARCE 


Wooster. O . Dec 26.—Ohio has 


not been struck so hard for good 
seed-corn for ma.ny years, and unless 
means are taken at once to locate 
what is fit for planting and to store 
it properly Buckeve farmers will cut 
a small crop next year. 


The prediction by specialists of 


the state experiment station regard- 
ing such a serious shortage points out 
the necessity for testing all seed- 
ccrn for germination. 
A good-look- 


ing ear may be a failure entirely 
when planted next spring because 
cold -weather has killed the germ. 
Thiit>-nme per cent of the crop this 
jear is reported soft and unmarket- 
able 
Early fusts and the recent se- 


vere freeze account for such a dark 
outlook on the crop of 1918 


An Ohio farmer can ha-te Ins corn 


tested free by the Ohio Experiment 
station here it he sends about 100 
kernels from 100 representative ears, 
either old or new corn. Any supplj 
kept from last year should also Tje 
tested. The station asks the farmer 
to send vnth the sample the name of 
the -variety, when and -where it was 
selected, how it has been kept and 
•whether it was oat in the cold this 
month 
Anv number of samples may 


be sent, if they are kept separate, 
and a report will be given the farmer 
on the value of the corn for plant- 
Ing. 


Each farmer is also asked to tell 


how much seed like the sample he 
sends can be offered for sale and 
at what price. Buyers can thus be 
told where to gD for good seed nest 
vear. 


TO LAUNCH DRIVE 


FOR PROHIBITION 


Washington, Dec. 26.—The Anti- 


Saloon League of America, encour- 
aged by the notaole -victory of the 
"dr%s" in obtaining the submission 
of a prohibition amendment to the 
federal constitution, -vrill launch a 
new drive in congress this winter 
for legislation -which, if it passes 
will place the United States on an 
absolutely dry basi3 during the re- 
mainder of the war. 


The plan involves the immediate 


stopping of the manufacture of beer 
and light wines and the closing ot 
all saloons by the prohibition of the 
sale of whisky and ather intoxicants. 
The legislation is intended to do by 
statutory law that which President 
Wilson has authority to do in the 
food control act. 
The food act gi'-es 


ihe president power to declare abso- 
lute prohibition. 
He already 
has 


stapped the distillation of whisky 
and he has the same authority to 
stop the manufacture of beer and 
light wines and to prohibit, the sale 
of all forms of intoxicants.
